ers, pledging their efforts to make sure that the transfer of new 
children into Greenbelt will be safe and pleasant.__ 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS

denfeld) 

North End 

North End School will be open¬ 
ing at 9 a.m. and closing at 3:30 
p.m. beginning Jan, 29. Kindergar¬ 
ten hours will be from 9 a.m. until 
11:45 a.m. in the morning and 12:45 
until 3:30 in the afternoon. North 
End kindergarten children being 
transferred have not yet been as¬ 
signed to sessions at Carroll. Par¬ 
ents of kindergarten children will 
be called by the Carroll principal 
telling them the session to which 
their child has been assigned. 

Parents of transferred children in 
grades 1 through 6 will receive let¬ 
ters confirming bus schedules and 
school hours. Sending and receiv¬ 
ing teachers will be meeting on the 
3 day transition period to discuss 
pupils and place them in specific 
classes. 

Carroll parents were' also wel¬ 
comed at an open house on Wed. 
Jan. 17. Parents had an opportunity 
to see the school in action and visit 
classrooms during school hours. 
Each parent was greeted by prin¬ 
cipal Helene Poland and volunteer 
parent hosts. 

Bus schedules for elementary 
children from Boxwood and Lake¬ 
side North children have been com¬ 
pleted. After unloading the Carroll 
students, the buses will leave North 
End at 8:55 and pick up children 
at three locations: Julian Court and 
Lastner Lane, Ivy and Lastner 
Lane, and the rental office of Lake¬ 
side North. Ther will pick up the 
children at Carroll at 4 p.m. and 
unload at these same three loca¬ 
tions. 

Center School 

Robert Ellis, principal of Cen¬ 
ter elementary school, has announ¬ 
ced that the bus pick-up for Uni¬ 
versity Square and Charlestowne 
Village children will be at Lake¬ 
side and Lakecrest at 8:55 a.m. 
School begins at 9:30 a.m. at John 
Carroll and will end at 4 p.m. The 
children will be returned to the 
same intersection. 

Ellis reported that information 
concerning students has been ex¬ 
changed between the schools with 
cooperation of the staff of each. 
Because students have visited both 
schools, Ellis anticipates a smooth 
transfer. Greenbelt's parents have 
attended Carrolls open house and 
have been favorably impressed with 
the school. 

So far kindergarten parents have 
not been notified. Ellis stated that 
parents will be individually con¬ 
tacted when information becomes 
available. Busing schedules are not 
available for kindergarten children 
at this time. 

An open house for parents and 
students of Carroll was held at 
Center Wednesday evening with 
Center families acting as hosts to 
Carroll families. 

Springhill Lake 

When school reopens on January 
29, school hours at Oakcrest Ele¬ 
mentary School will be from 9 a.m. 
to 3:30 pm, SHL children, who are 
being transferred to Oakcrest, will 
be picked up at 8:25 a.m. at two 
stops — Breezewood Drive at 
Breeze wood Terrace; and Breeze- 
wood Court at Edmonston Road. 
Parents have been notified by let¬ 
ter informing them of the bus stops 
to which their children have been 
assigned. A third bus will take 
former SHL students from West¬ 
chester Park Apartments to Oak¬ 
crest. 

Springhill Lake elementary school 
children will operate on a new 
schedule - 9:30 a.m. to 4 p.m. 


OTHER SCHOOLS

Bethune 

Greenbelt Junior High School 
students (with the exception of 
those residing in Springhill Lake), 
who are slated to attend Mary Be¬ 
thune, should be at their regular 
bus stops at 7:45 a.m. on Monday. 
School hours are from 8:30 a.m. 
to 3 p.m. Principal Thomas A, My- 
rick said that information letters 
will be sent to incoming students 
this week. 

Student guides will greet and 
assist students upon their arrival 
at Bethune on Monday. Seventh 
graders should report to the multi¬ 
purpose room, eighth graders to 
homerooms, and ninth graders to 
the gymnasium. Homerooms will 
be posted near the main entrance 
and also near the library. 

Myrick told the News Review 
that elaborate welcoming proce¬ 
dures, including an assembly for all 
students, are on Monday's schedule 
of events. 

Parent volunteers are urgently 
needed during the first week at 
both Greenbelt and Bethune Junior 
High Schols. Parents of students 
remaining at Greenbelt may call 
the school to offer their services; 
parents wishing to help at Bethune 
may contact Mrs. Charlotte J. Her- 
lic at 345-1455. 

Parkdale 

All Greenbelt students attending 
Parkdale Senior High School should 
report to their regular bus stops 
one-half hour earlier on Monday, 
January 29. The school day will 
run from 8:20 a.m. to 3 p.m, (for¬ 
mer hours were 8:50 to 3:30 p.m.). 

Students remaining at the school 
will have the same homerooms and 
subjects, but there is likely to be a 
change in the assignment of teach¬ 
ers. (Rescheduling, which was pro¬ 
grammed by a computer, included 
those students remaining in the 
school as well as new incoming stu¬ 
dents.) 

Dr. Allen Sager, principal of 
Parkdale, stated that “a pretty 
good feeling exists at the school. 
. . . While we are aware that some 
students may not get exactly what 
they want, we expect to be able to 
accommodate the change with a 
minimum of discomfort and dis¬ 
ruption.” 

On Tuesday, the last day of 
school before the transition, a hol¬ 
iday-like atmosphere, tinged with 
sadness and farewells, prevailed at 
the school. 

An Open House for new students 
and their parents will be held at 
Parkdale on Sunday, January 28 
from 2 to 4 p.m.

Greenbriar Revises 
Sewer Application

According to W. Bingley of the 
Maryland State Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene (SD¬ 
HMH), no action has been taken 
as yet by the department on the 
Prince Georges County Ten-Year 
Water and Sewer Plan. The plan 
which was given the green light 
by the Prince Georges county coun¬ 
cil in December, was not signed by 
county executive William Gullett. 
Cited among the reasons for his 
action was criticism of a section 
of the report that approved a point 
of discharge for a temporary se- 
waget treatment plant for the pro¬ 
posed Greenbriar apartments in 
Greenbelt. 

Bingley told the News Review 
that SDHMH recently received a 
revised application for a point of 
discharge for Greenbriar. In De¬ 
cember 1971, the State Department 
of Water Resources recommended 
approval of the original applica¬ 
tion which included both the Green¬ 
briar Apartments and part of the 
Glen Ora Apartments, also located 
on Greenbelt Road in Greenbelt. 
The revised application includes 
only the 1193-unit Greenbriar ap¬ 
artments, thereby reducing the ca¬ 
pacity of the sewage plant from 
700,000 gallons of sewage effluent 
a day to 325,000 gallons. 

Bingley said that the revised ap¬ 
plication has been returned to the 
developer for further information. 
Upon its return, Bingley will re¬ 
view it, send the application to Wa¬ 
ter Resources for its recommenda¬ 
tion, after which SDHMH will 
make the final decision on the mat¬ 
ter. 

A spokesman for Ben Dyer, As¬ 
sociates, consultants for the Green¬ 
briar developers, told the News 
Review 7 that the application was 
being updated to contain the con¬ 
ditions required by Dr. Perry 
Stearns of the Prince Georges 
County Health Department and the 
County Council. 

In the meantime, the Greenbelt 
Save Our Community Committee 
and other civic and conservation 
organizations in the area, have cal¬ 
led upon Dr, Neil Solomon, secre¬ 
tary of SDHMH, to deny a permit 
for the Greenbriar plant, and to 
disapprove of the county's 10-year 
Water and Sewer Plan as long as 
it includes a point of discharge for 
Greenbriar, They also point out 
that the county should have held 
a separate hearing on the subject 
since there have been changes in 
plant capacity, design and perfor¬ 
mance features.

Committee Appt. 

The Nominations and Elections 
Committee of Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc., has accepted with regret the 
resignation of Mrs. Jo-sie Seay. 

The Nominations and Elections 
Committee announces the appoint¬ 
ment of Mrs. Evelyn Barcus. Mrs. 
Barcas has accepted the nomina¬ 
tion, and will assume her role as 
committee member at the next 
committee meeting. 


“I have never known Greenbelters 
to turn their back on anyone,” said 
Mayor Richard Pilski at last Mon¬ 
day’s council meeting. “I am 
counting on the fairness of our 
citizens.” His words were echoed 
and endorsed by the other council 
members. 

At the same time, council expres¬ 
sed some annoyance with the county 
school board for its failure to re¬ 
spond to the city's request for 
information on the reasons for 
selection of certain areas for par¬ 
ticipation in the busing plan. 

Youth Service Bureau 

After much discussion, the coun¬ 
cil approved an award for pur¬ 
chase of services in the establish¬ 
ment and operation of a walk-in 
consulting service, Youth Service 
Bureau, to Behavior Service Con¬ 
sultants, Inc. (BSC) of Greenbelt. 
The award, amounting to $58,998, 
will be financed through a Federal 
grant under the Omnibus Crime 
Control and Safe Streets Act. 

No matching funds are required 
from the city, but city staff time 
will be involved in administering 
the grant. A broad-based citizens' 
group, Greenbelt Cares, which is 
providing citizen direction and 
guidance to the project, will be 
providing a soft matching of 25% 
in the form of services. 

Reservations 

Mayor Pilski and councilwoman 
Elizabeth Maffay had some reser¬ 
vations about the project. They 
were concerned that excessive city 
staff time might be diverted from 
other city functions to handle this 
project. Councilman Charles Sch- 
wan said that if this, were so, he 
would have no difficulty in justi¬ 
fying the hiring of additional per¬ 
sonnel, since he felt the project so 
important. 

Another question involved the 
extent to which Greenbelt youth 
would benefit, as compared with 
non-Greenbelters. Pilski noted that 
the Youth Service Bureau would 
get referrals from county delin¬ 
quency offices and schools. City 
manager James Giese and Green¬ 
belt Cares President, the Rev. Ro¬ 
bert L. Field, stressed that the pro¬ 
ject would be drawing on the 
Greenbelt area and not the entire 
county. (There are other service 
bureaus throughout the county.), 
Mrs. Maffay, however, speculated 
that local citizens might prefer to 
go to a service bureau outside 
Greenbelt rather than a local one 
if their problems are of a sensi¬ 
tive type. 

On the final vote, Pilski and 
Maffay voted for the project, view ¬ 
ing it as an experiment Giese said 
that the project could be discon¬ 
tinued after the first year if the 
evaluation was unfavorable. 

Giese said that he was recom¬ 


mending BSC for the award be¬ 
cause of its qualified staff, be¬ 
cause it had established communi¬ 
ty contacts, and because it already 
had a local office. The office, staff¬ 
ed by volunteers, is open one night 
a week at the Greenbelt Communi¬ 
ty Church. Actually, BSC will be 
providing technical and profession¬ 
al assistance to Greenbelt Cares in 
the operation of the Youth Service 
Bureau. BSC stresses the applica¬ 
tion of behavorial modification 
techniques to solving problems. 

Youth Advisory Board 

The council approved the estab¬ 
lishment of a Youth Advisory 
Board to consist of seven mem¬ 
bers, the chairman to be selected 
by the Board. The purpose of the 
YAB is to provide an opportunity 
for youths of the city of Green¬ 
belt to consider problems, con¬ 
cerns and matters of interest to 
them because of their age. Their 
considerations shall include, but 
not be limited to, pending legisla¬ 
tion, recreation needs, and police- 
youth relations. 

Members will be appointed for 
three years on a staggered basis 
with the proviso that no member 
can serve more than one term. 

Center Mall Improvement 

Giese reported that the archi¬ 
tectural firm — T. D. Donovan & 
Associates — working on the Cen¬ 
ter Mall improvement program es¬ 
timates that the plan proposed se¬ 
veral years ago at a cost of $40,000- 
$50,000 would now cost in excess of 
$ 100 , 000 . 

Consequently, the firm prepared 
a completely new plan, which it 
thought could be carried out at a 
cost of about $55,000. The new plan 
eliminates all the planting beds 
and proposes to pave over the beds 
as well as the existing concrete 
surface. 

There would be benches and 22 
trees in the mall area, as well as 
lights. A portion of the paved area 
would be finished with a new con¬ 
crete finishing method which 
would give it an appearance simi¬ 
lar to colored paving blocks. 

Council asked the manager to 
schedule a meeting with the ar¬ 
chitect to discuss the plan further. 

Group Life Insurance 

Council postponed action on bids 
for group life insurance for city 
employees, when a legal question 
was raised as to whether insurance 
in reduced amounts can be pro¬ 
vided employees past age 62. An¬ 
other problem is that while more 
than a half dozen insurance com¬ 
panies submitted bids only two met 
the specifications laid down by the 
city. Council will have to decide 
whether they want to let insu¬ 
rance out for rebid or negotiate 
with the low bidder.

Council to Discuss 
Road Survey Report 

Coming up for council discussion 
this Monday night is a traffic re¬ 
port commissioned by the city 
council on three critical areas — 
Lakeside Drive, Northway Road, 
and Crescent Road. The survey, 
prepared by consulting traffic en¬ 
gineer Robert L. Morris, was the 
outcome of proposals heard last 
summer by council for stop signs 
and reduced speed limits along 
these streets. 

The report found that while the 
accident records to date for these 
areas “do not display a critical con¬ 
flict between pedestrians and ve¬ 
hicles,” a potential hazard exists. 

The report considered a series of 
alternative recommendations, in¬ 
cluding reduced speed limits and 
stop signs, but came to the conclu 
sion that more moderate proposals 
would suffice to improve safety 
conditions. 

Recommendations 

Some of the recommendations of 
Morris were very specific and some 
were general in nature. Among 
the latter were: 

1) Install a rough surface or rum¬ 
ble strips to give an audible warn¬ 
ing to drivers of the approach to a 
pedestrian crossing. Such surface 
treatment, Morris said, “provides 
additional sensual elements to per 
ception of the on-coming conflict 
situation.” It would be a continual 
reminder, whereas visual warnings 
alone often become victims of the 
“familiarity breeds contempt” sit 
uation, he added. 

2) Install signs, 150 feet from 
crosswalks, with the legend, “Ve¬ 
hicles Yield to Pedestrians in Cross¬ 
walk.” 

3) Keep pedestrian crosswalks 
well painted at all times. 

Specific recommendations in¬ 
cluded : 

1) Remove parking from the in¬ 
side curve of Crescent Road be¬ 
tween Gardenway and the western 
intersection with Parkway. . 

2) Restrict the height of plant¬ 
ings at the corner of Northway and 
Woodland Way to two feet. 

3) Prohibit parking on the west 
side of Lakecrest Drive for 200 
feet from its intersection with 
Lakeside Drive. 

4) Install two additional cross¬ 
walks on Lakeside Drive. 

The report rejected lowering the 
present speed limits on the grounds 
that such lowered speed limits 
would be perceived to be unreason¬ 
able by most drivers, and hence 
“consistently and almost universally 
ignored.” The same argument was 
made against additional stop signs. 
“When a stop sign is placed in a 
location where few drivers will ac¬ 
tually stop,” Morris warned, “there 
is an element of danger that other 
stop signs may also be disobeyed.” 

The survey also considered a pro¬ 
posal to convert the roads in ques¬ 
tion to one-way streets, but con¬ 
cluded that the situation on North¬ 
way Road and Woodland Way was 
not serious enough to warrant this. 
As for Lakeside Drive, Morris said, 
the excessive driving distances that 
would be required would make 
one-way traffic unreasonable. 

Another proposal considered was 
elimination of on-street parking for 
Lakeside Drive, but Morris con¬ 
sidered this not to be feasible as 
many residents and guests have no 
alternative to parking in the street. 

As for street widening, while ef¬ 
fective in reducing the hazard, 
Morris said this would cause sub 
stantial hardships to residents and 
mar the visual character of the 
area.

A Smooth Transition 

To the Editor: 

I wish that concerned parents of 
Center and North End Schools 
could have attended, with me, a 
PIRR Committee meeting on busing 
held last Thursday night (attended 
by some of the staff and parents 
from John Carroll and Center 
Schools). I am completely im¬ 
pressed by the efficiency and good¬ 
will of those people working to 
make a smooth transition (and the 
kids themselves are the greatest). 
Mrs. Henry (John Carroll princi¬ 
pal) says that her children have 
picked a Greenbelt “buddy not just 
for opening day, “but for life". The 
Center School Student Council has 
come up with six ways to effectively 
welcome the incoming children 
and put them at ease. Both prin¬ 
cipals convince me that discipline 
will be more than adequate and no 
fighting will be tolerated. Bus and 
classroom indentification will be 
made easier for the little ones 
with a color-symbol scheme (e.g. 
purple elephants). 

I do not wish to minimize the 
concern of the Greenbelt parents 
whose children are being bused 
(especially since mine probably 
are not); indeed, I would consider 
them lax parents if they were not 
concerned. But busing appears to 
me inevitable and the best service 
we can do all our children is to 
prepare them for it in a positive 
manner. Incidentally, it ds interest¬ 
ing that some of the John Carroll 
children (and parents) have fears 
similiar to (or greater than) those 
expressed in Greenbelt. 

To me, the letter last week from 
Sarah Hanna says it all, and I 
would only re-state it this way: No 
one can prove to me that busing 
harms or helps anyone educational¬ 
ly; but it does accomplish some type 
of integration. Ours is in fact a 
multiracial society and it is best 
that our children learn to live to¬ 
gether in such a society, and that 
they learn it sooner rather than 
later.

Oppose Sewage Plant Again 

T© the Editor: 

It was nearly a year ago that 
Greenbelt citizens registered their 
opposition to a county council bill 
to allow a temporary sewage treat¬ 
ment plant to be located in Green¬ 
belt to serve an apartment complex 
of over 2,000 units. Citizens in the 
Greenbelt area signed over a thou¬ 
sand petitions, attended council 
meetings to give a vocal opposition 
and called and wrote the elected 
officials who were considering the 
proposal to favor a private devel¬ 
oper. The city of College Park op¬ 
posed the plant, the city of Ber¬ 
wyn Heights and the city of River- 
dale opposed it. The County Ex¬ 
ecutive opposed it and the Mary¬ 
land National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission opposed it. 
The County Health Officer very 
articulately registered his feeling 
that such a plant would constitute 
a health and ecological hazard. 

Amid all the opposition, the bill 
disappeared and was never heard 
of again. However, generated by 
the efforts of the private developer 
and the county council’s Fiscal and 
Planning Committee, the package 
treatment plant was hurriedly in¬ 
cluded in the 1973-1983 ten year 
water and sewer plan and approved 
by nine county councilmen. 

This obnoxious proposal is just 
as ill advised now as it was a year 
ago. The County Executive refused 
to sign the plan because of the 
Greenbrier sew r age plant provision 
and transmitted the unsigned plan 
to State Secretary of Health, Dr. 
Neil Solomon, citing his reserva¬ 
tions concerning the sewage plant. 

The matter now is in Dr. Solo¬ 
mon's hands and citizens who are 
interested and concerned now have 
to communicate their opposition all 
over again. 

We believe it is worth the effort 
to register strong opposition to this 
plant.

Good Investment 

The American Revolution that 
started about 200 years ago was 
the beginning of an experiment 
in democracy. Busing is to me but 
another step toward making our 
democracy work. 

Many people seem lost in the 
emotionalism and rhetoric of the 
busing issue, just as some people 
were when Congress abolished 
discrimination by private owners 
in housing, hotels, public transpor¬ 
tation, etc. Today another part of 
the government (the courts) is de¬ 
manding that public institutions 
(school systems) end discrimination 
and inequality. 

Our country certainly deserves 
better leadership in this phase of 
the experiment in democracy, but 
each of us as an individual and as 
a citizen must carry on where our 
leaders have failed. We have the 
responsibility of thinking, matur¬ 
ing, and progressing; otherwise, the 
experiment and our country will 
stagnate and die. Lately we haven’t 
seen much “progressing” in Green¬ 
belt, if one is to judge from the let¬ 
ters in this paper. 

We have heard parents objecting 
to a change of schools in mid-year, 
yet it was only last summer when 
these same parents were screaming 
for a delay in the plan that would 
have taken effect last fall. They 
didn’t think. They sought delay at 
any cost, and now the children must 
pay for their parents’ emotionalism. 
I am sorry for the children and for 
the mid-year uprooting, but the 
blame does not rest with the courts. 

Last summer when parents who 
were opposed to busing confronted 
the county school board, there were 
only cries of “don’t bus.” Talk is 
cheap, but unthinking opposition 
with no alternative solution is not 
only cheap—it’s blind bigotry. 

Deep in our hearts we all know 
that integration is morally right. 
To me, busing seems to be the only 
workable method to achieve equality 
in our county school system. Some 
people say that we can spend the 
money used for busing on improv¬ 
ing the poorer quality schools. The 
South tried that scheme for de¬ 
cades in the past; it didn’t work 
then; it won’t work in the future. 

Neighborhod schools will come 
back to Greeneblt when this com¬ 
munity is integrated. In the mean¬ 
time, some consideration should be 
given to a better method of inte¬ 
gration in the schools. For exam ¬ 
ple, cluster schooling would keep 
most Greenbelt children together 
instead of busing only the children 
living in the newer sections of town. 

If busing helps give every Amer- 
can child an equal education, then 
it will have served its purpose. 
And if that education helps pre¬ 
pare people for useful work in place 
of welfare, then busing may well be 
a good investment.

Responsible Leadership 

To the Editor: 

I have just received a flyer from 
the Concerned Citizens Against 
Busing which lists Mayor Richard 
Pilski as a co-chairman. As a 
citizen of Greenbelt, and of Prince 
Georges County, I am naturally 
concerned about quality education. 
If a small amount of busing can 
achieve this end, the minor in¬ 
convenience caused to some children 
will be more than justified. It is 
ironic that the student councils of 
the schools involved recently voted 
to accept the Court’s order rather 
than seek a further delay in its 
implementation. As was the case 
with the Vietnam war. we might 
do well to listen to the advice of 
our children. 

I did not write this letter to argue 
the merits of busing, however. What 
concerns me more are the duties of 
leaders of the executive branch of 
government, whether on the federal, 
state or local level. Very simply, 
such persons are charged with 
providing responsible leadership 
and with implementing the laws 
of this land in an orderly and ex¬ 
peditious manner. In this case, 
this would include the decisions of 
Judge Kaufman. 

Naturally every citizen has a 
right and duty to express his views 
on all issues to Congress, either in¬ 
dividually or through organized 
lobbying efforts. Unfortunately, in¬ 
stances arise where one’s duty as 
a citizen become incompatible with 
his duties as a leader an the exec¬ 
utive branch of government The 
service of Mayor Pilski as co-chair¬ 
man of this lobby group while act¬ 
ing as Mayor of Greenbelt is such 
an instance. To resolve this con¬ 
flict, I suggest that either he re¬ 
sign as co-chairman of the Con¬ 
cerned Citizens Against Busing, or 
resign his post as Mayor of Green¬ 
belt

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Busing Concerns Answered

North End P.T.A. president Dan 
Charter presented several questions 
of concern to School Superintend¬ 
ent Carl Hassel at a meeting of 
P.TJV. presidents last Thursday 
night The Office of Public Infor¬ 
mation has provided the following 
replies. 

1. Q. May parents ride the buses 
with their children on the opening 
days? 

A. No. The school system will pro¬ 
vide adequate protection for the 
children. 

2. Q. What happens if a child gets 
sick in school? 

A. The parent will be contacted 
and asked to pick up the child if 
transportation is available. If no 
transportation is available and the 
parent is home, the school will pro¬ 
vide transportation. If the parent 
can’t be reached, the school will 
follow the same procedure with the 
alternate names given on the child's 
family card. 

3. Q. Do the school buses have seat 
belts? 

A. Not at this time. Charter stated 
that the P.T.A. will follow through 
on the offers of groups who have 
offered to install seat belts free 
as soon as bus numbers are av¬ 
ailable. 

4. Q. What is the condition of the 
buses carrying the Greenbelt chil¬ 
dren? 

A. No child will be placed on a bus 
which has not met the state safety 
standards. Drivers are also requir¬ 
ed to pass the state safety test. 

5. Q. What is the route the school 
buses will take? 

A, Buses are scheduled to enter 
the Beltway via Kenilworth Av¬ 
enue. 

6. Q. Does the school system cover 
liability for parents who are tran¬ 
sporting children in their own 
cars? 

A. No. The school system provides 
transportation. Parents transporting 
children on their own assume full 
responsibility. 

?. Q What happens if a child misses 
his bus? 

A. In the morning it is the parent's 
responsibility. In the afternoon, the 
school has the responsibility to get 
the children home. Emphasis will 
be placed on making sure all the 
children get on their bus. 

8. Q. Will special enrichment pro¬ 
grams be continued? 

A. Yes. 

Charter urges all parents to take 
advantage of the information num¬ 
ber: 627-6100. All questions will be 
aswered from 8 a.m. until 6 p.m. 
on Friday; 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. Satur¬ 
day and Sunday; and from 7 am. 
to 6 p.m. on Monday. If information 
is not immediately available, the 
center will get the information and 
call back, 

P.T.A. structure will stay the 
same for the time being. Those of¬ 
ficers with children being trans¬ 
ferred have agreed to finish their 
terms at North End. In February, 
North P.T.A. will meet on Tues., 
Feb. 6, and Carroll on Thurs., Feb. 
8. P.T.A. Elections will probably be 
moved up with new officers taking 
over in April rather than May.

Liaison Group Formed 
To Link City, Schools 

On Tuesday, January 9, the Ad 
Hoc School Leadership Committee 
was formed to act as a liaison be¬ 
tween city council and all Greenbelt 
schools to help ease the transition 
for students affected by busing. 
Council, represented by Mayor 
Richard Pilski, Charles Schwan, 
Gil Weidenfeld, and Rhea Cohen, 
called citizens together to select 
the board. About twenty people 
came. 

Pastor Edward Birner was elected 
chairman. Ruth Bond was chosen 
to represent Parkdale; Bernice 
Kastner, Greenbelt Junior High; 
John Bogumill, Center School; Don 
Charters, North End; Jean Gribbin, 
Springhill Lake Elementary. 

Despite the desire of some of the 
group, the new board will not be 
an official advisory board of coun¬ 
cil, since council felt that the 
group must remember that the 
county, not the city, is responsible 
for the schools, and the city has 
no direct role in education. The 
board has council backing but 
will not have to suffer the usual 
delays of official advisory boards. 

However, councilman Schwan 
hoped that if the group was dupli¬ 
cating a function of another organi¬ 
zation, this newly formed group 
would withdraw from that project 
and pursue other areas of concern. 

Carroll-Center Meeting 
Produces Joint Progress 
In School Transition 

A joint meeting was held last 
Thursday by the staff-parent com¬ 
mittees of Center School and John 
Carroll School, to discuss meth¬ 
ods of achieving the common goal 
of helping students move into their 
new surroundings next week. Prin¬ 
cipal Gretta Henry and three par¬ 
ents, Mrs. Dyer, Mrs. Savoy and 
Mrs. Briscoe represented John 
Carroll's committee. It turned out 
that many of the same approaches 
contemplated by Principal Robert 
Ellis and his staff have already 
been undertaken by Mrs. Henry’s 
staff. 

For example, the children will 
become familiar with their buses 
through the use of color-coding. 
Mrs. Henry plans to ask for Green¬ 
belt parents to volunteer as hall- 
guides at Carroll, in the first days; 
similarly Mr. Ellis will ask for 
some Carroll parents to serve in 
that capacity at Center School. The 
guidance counselors at the two 
schools have also been in touch 
with each other, according to Mrs. 
Betty Morton and Principal Hen¬ 
ry, to exchange information on spe¬ 
cial problems of children. 

Mrs. Henry related that the Car- 
roll children were each writing a 
“buddy” at Center school; copies of 
two such letters are reproduced 
elsewhere in the paper, through the 
courtesy of Mr. Ellis, who remar¬ 
ked how impressed he was with 
the way two particular children 
had “latched on to each other” as 
friends right away. Two Center 
school staff teachers emphasized 
during the meeting that “parents 
can greatly aid their children in 
getting on the bus by reflecting a 
positive attitude.” 

Near the close of the meeting, 
Mrs. Henry stated “we feel the 
Greenbelt children deserve the best, 
and it’s our responsibility to pro¬ 
vide it.”

COHEN SUIT REJECTED 

A Prince Georges district court 
judge on January 12 dismissed the 
suit filed by Greenbelt council mem¬ 
ber Rhea Cohen against the Mary¬ 
land National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission requesting 
access to certain documents — but 
not before requiring MNCPPC to 
supply information to Mrs. Cohen 
regarding its contract, if any, with 
the engineering firm of Greenhorne 
and O'Mara pertaining to the Largo 
arena site. 

Mrs. Cohen had filed the suit be¬ 
cause MNCPPC would not give 
her highway and public transpor¬ 
tation plans and traffic studios for 
the Central Avenue corridor from 
the National Capital Beltway to Md. 
Route 301, that she desired in con¬ 
nection with an appeal before the 
county zoning hearing examiner on 
a special exception for a drive- 
through animal park. She also de¬ 
sired information on access roads 
and sewage and water proposals for 
the Large sports arena. She sought 
relief under the Maryland Public 
Information Law of 1970. 

Judge James M. Rhea ruled that 
some of the information desired 
by the plaintiff was not within con¬ 
trol of MNCPPC (such as highway 
iand traffic plans and sports arena 
franchises). Other information, the 
court said, was in the planning or 
research stages and exempt from 
the scope of the freedom of infor¬ 
mation law, and/or was not availa¬ 
ble by law to a private party in liti¬ 
gation with the agency. 

The court was of the opinion 
that a planners’ verbal statement 
or interagency memorandum as to 
such things as to where inter¬ 
changes would be located, if placed 
on an open-to-the-public basis, 
could lead to unknown havoc and 
could create large land speculation. 

Judge Rhea also passed along his 
feeling that the plaintiff’s primary 
desire was “not a true search for 
records but a desire to interview 
and converse with various employ¬ 
ees of (MNCPPC) as to their the¬ 
ories, thoughts, and ideas as to a 
large region of Prince Georges 
County.” 

Arguing the case for Mrs. Cohen 
was Harleigh Ewell; for the MNC¬ 
PPC, David Freistadt.

Final Approval Given To 
Law Enforcement Center 

According to the metropolitan 
press, the National Capital Plan¬ 
ning Commission has approved fin ¬ 
al plans for a $52.6 million Consol¬ 
idated Federal Law Enforcement 
Training Center at the Beltsville 
Agricultural Research Center.

According to agency officials, the 
center will have a man-made 16- 
acre lake which would serve four 
purposes - esthetic, as a reservoir 
for fire-fighting water, a training 
area for underwater recovery and 
for recreation. 

About 2,000 students and 735 em ¬ 
ployees will be housed at the cen¬ 
ter. 

The project has been strongly op¬ 
posed by the Prince Georges Coun 
ty Council, which sought the tract 
for parkland, and by the Washing¬ 
ton Suburban Sanitary Commission 
as well as by municipal govern¬ 
ments and civic organizations. The 
WSSC refused necessary sewer con¬ 
nections to the facility, which in¬ 
stead will be hooked up to an ex¬ 
panded sewage plant at the Agri¬ 
cultural Research Center.

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CITY NOTES 

Because city employees were off 
on Thursday, the city did not collect 
garbage on that day. 

Some members of the city council 
met on January 23 with the Wes¬ 
tern Prince Georgeis County Trans¬ 
portation Committee which has as 
Its function to develop alternative 
plans to various highway proposals. 
The committee is particular in¬ 
terested in citizen input and will be 
meeting on Friday, January 26, 
7::30 p.m., at Rollingcrest Jr. High, 
on Saturday, January 27, at 2 p.m. 
Northwestern High School; and 
Wednesday January 31, 7:30 p.m., 
High Point High School. 

The general crew spent time last 
week repairing and painting the 
footbridge between Lakewood and 
Northway Roads. They also located 
and marked boundaries for the 
Springhill Lake golf course. 

5300 lbs. of glass was taken to 
Baltimore for recycling. 

The special details crew filled in 
on the refuse crew, issued fuel, 
picked up materials and supplies. 

Two of the original Greenbelt 
street lights from Centerway were 
installed at the entrance to the 
Public Works Bldg, near the lake. 
This represents a retention of part 
of old Greenbelt. 

The parks crew was busy with 
supervising ice skating, removing 
leaves, collecting and chipping 
Xmas tree, picking up paper and 
debris throughout the city and SHL. 

The refuse crew was on schedule 
despite two vacancies. 

Citizens are being asked to please 
tie in bundles or bag the newspa¬ 
pers they put out on Friday morn¬ 
ings for recycling. On windy days, 
in particular, the papers are blow¬ 
ing around the city. Also children 
and stray animals tend to pick up 
loose newspapers. Last week the 
city collected 10 tons of paper, us¬ 
ing the new load packer for the 
collecting. This worked reasonably 
well for the city, but there were 
some problems in dumping it at 
the vendor's end. 

City manager James Giese is now 
serving on the Commission on 
Growth and Environment of the 
International City Management 
Association. Their purpose is to 
study the issue and prepare a re¬ 
port of their finding and make rec¬ 
ommendations on national, state, 
and local policies that are relevant. 

During the week the general 
crew worked on street patching 
and placed crushed stone on the 
shoulders along Crescent Rd. They 
also installed new railings on the 
foot bridges around the lake and 
spread salt on icy spots throughout 
the city. 

The public works department was 
involved in street patching and 
cleaning leaves and gutters. One 
half day was spent removing dis¬ 
carded furniture and packages. 

The parks crew* collected Xmas 
trees left along the curb and put 
them through the chipper. The 
chips will be applied to park and 
playground areas. 

Roadsides were cleaned and one 
man spent part of the week on mak¬ 
ing adjustments to playground 
equipment.

New Property Tax Law 

To ease the burden of increased 
real estate assessments, a Mary¬ 
land law effective this year will 
allow a property owner whose as¬ 
sessment was raised by more than 
36 percent in 1972 to have a portion 
of the increase phased into his tax 
bills over the next three years. 

According to the plan, the in¬ 
crease above 36 percent would be 
applied to a real estate owner's 
tax bills in equal annual percen¬ 
tages for the next three years when 
the property would routinely be 
reassessed. 

Prince Georges property holders 
may apply for the option through 
the county's Office of Assessments, 

Upper Marlboro; telephone, 627- 
3000, ext. 312. 

A taxpayer is not eligible to phase 
his assessment increase if it was 
made after his property had been 
rezoned, substantially changed in 
use, extensively improved, or pre¬ 
viously assessed erroneously be¬ 
cause of a mistake in calculation, 
measurement or evaluation of imp¬ 
rovements. 

Also ineligible are taxpayers who 
transfer ownership of their prop¬ 
erty during the three-year phas¬ 
ing period.

It’s income tax time again and 
residents of Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty may receive an assist from their 
County Memorial Library System 
which will supply tax forms from 
its 17 branch libraries to any in¬ 
terested citizen.
